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SAINTS were grateful for a point 
at home to Sunderland after a late 
equaliser from Jay Rodriguez. 

Sunderland stunned St Mary’s 
when Jermain Defoe put the visi¬ 
tors ahead with an 80th-minute 
penalty after being fouled by Saints 
captain Jose Fonte. 

But five minutes later super sub 
Jay Rodriguez’s deflected 85th - 
minute strike squirmed past rookie 
goalkeeper Jordon Pickford, who 
had made some outstanding saves 
to keep Saints at bay in the second 
half. 

Saints’ brightest spark in the ear¬ 
ly exchanges of a dire first half was 
Dusan Tadic. 

The Serbian playmaker had an 
early cross from the right clawed 
away by Pickford but he soon 
quickened pulses with a cleanly- 
struck half volley that flew nar¬ 
rowly over the top left corner. 

Then a slide rule pass into Charlie 
Austin’s path was struck first time 
without the No 10 needing to check 
his stride. 

Austin’s powerful tenth-minute 
strike, in his first start of the sea¬ 
son, was on course for the bottom 
left corner, but Pickford was equal 
to it and Jose Fonte volleyed over 
when the subsequent corner broke 
to him on the edge of the area. 

Sunderland were grateful for the 
presence of Lamine Kone in their 
back four. 

He had been a doubt for this 
match, but the Ivorian did well to 
shepherd Nathan Redmond out of 
danger after a good run following 
Oriel Romeu’s pass. 

Redmond then teed up Pierre- 
Emile Hojbjerg by heading down 
Tadic’s chipped pass but the Dane’s 
volley was blocked. 

Sunderland soon began to impose 
themselves. 

Adrian Januzaj gave Sunderland 
more width on the left as the first 
half progressed, but it was from the 
opposite flank that Sunderland had 
their best chance of the half. 

Left-back Patrick Van Aanholt’s 
inswinging cross from the right 
found Kone unmarked at the far 
post. 

Fortunately the big centre-half’s 
free header from inside the six- 
yard box flew across goal and wide 
of Fraser Forster’s left-hand post. 

Redmond was booked for dissent 
shortly afterwards after remon¬ 
strating with Lee Mason when he 
conceded a foul deep in the Sunder¬ 
land half. 

And Saints were relieved when 
Van Aanholt failed to reproduce 
the quality of his previous dead 
ball when his compatriot Van Dijk 
conceded a free-kick 30 yards out.

Shane Long replaced Tadic 
and took Redmond’s place along¬ 
side Austin, allowing the summer 
signing to occupy the deeper role 
at the top of the midfield diamond. 

It nearly paid immediate divi¬ 
dends as Redmond ran at the Sun¬ 
derland back four and fired at Pick- 
ford, who needed a strong right 
hand to keep out Long’s powerful 
drive shortly afterwards. 

Pickford produced an even better 
save in the 72nd minute, once again 
diving low to his right, to keep out a 
deflected Redmond left-footer. 

Jay Rodriguez was given a terrific 
reception when he replaced Austin 
in the 73rd minute. 

But within five minutes Saints 
conceded the decisive penalty De¬ 
foe turned smartly on the corner of 
the six-yard box as he received Jer¬ 
emain Lens’ cross from the right - 
and was brought down by Fonte on 
the near-post corner of the six-yard 
box. 

Defoe made no mistake with the 
penalty, firing emphatically into 
the roof of the net in front of a half- 
stunned, half-delighted Northam 
End. 


Saints won a free-kick on the 
right-hand side of the penalty 
area that did not clear the wall and 
when Pickford punched a cross 
clear from Ward-Prowse it looked 
like it was not going to be Saints’ 
afternoon. 

But in the 85th minute Jay Rodri¬ 
guez beat Pickford with a deflected 
20-yarder that squirmed past the 
goalkeeper’s weaker left hand. 

Suddenly Saints were back on 
level terms and sensing the chance 
of a second. 

They nearly had it when Targett 
stepped up to take a 25-yard free- 
kick in a central position, but the 
curler was fired narrowly wide of 
the left-hand post. 

There was great relief when Van 
Aanholt failed to clear the first de¬ 
fender with a 90th minute corner 
- but four minutes’ injury time re¬ 
mained. 

Saints threatened to snatch all 
three points in time added on. But 
Long shinned a cross over the bar 
and Fonte and Rodriguez desper¬ 
ately tried to get on the end of the 
Irishman’s cross before Romeu’s 
shot was blocked. 


Saints hero 
could still 
be leaving 

CLAUDE Puel confirmed that Jay 
Rodriguez could still leave Saints 
on loan in the next few days despite 
coming off the bench to rescue a point 
against Sunderland. 

Rodriguez levelled things up with five 
minutes remaining at St Mary’s after 
Saints had fallen behind to Jermain 
Defoe’s penalty. 

The 27-year-old striker’s goal was his 
first in the league since March 2014, 
after two seasons almost written off 
through injury. 

There has been considerable interest 
from Premier League sides who want to 
take Rodriguez on loan, with West Brom 
leading the chase for his signature. 

With Sofiane Boufal set to join for a 
club record £21 m, Rodriguez is likely to 
find his options limited at St Mary’s, and 
with the player desperately needing a 
run of games he could yet leave 
temporarily to build himself up again. 

Puel said: “We will see the next days. 

“I am happy for Jay to score this 
afternoon because after his injuries it 
was important he came back and he 
score. 

“We will see the possibilities for us 
and for Jay and we will discuss with Jay. 

“It’s important to listen and to have a 
good discussion with him for the future 
to stay at Southampton or to have more 
possibilities at another team. 

“We will see the outcome with Jay and 
the possibilities also for Southampton to 
stay in action on this window.” 

Puel felt the result was another two 
points dropped for Saints, much like the 
opening day draw with Watford. 

“It was the type of game to analyse,” 
he reflected. “A lot of disappointment 
because I think we make a very good 
game and with the start in the game the 
20 first minutes were fantastic, many 
possibilities, good play. We don’t score 
in the strong moment of the game and it 
was a pity. 

“After to finish the first half it was a 
little difficult with a good team of 
Sunderland. 

“We came back in the second half with 
good intentions, we had many 
possibilities, we make attack but you 
don’t score. 

“Just one situation this team score 
near the end of the game with a penalty 
and it was very hard for my players. 

“It’s interesting for the future to see my 
players don’t leave the game and to 
score and to find the equaliser with Jay. 

“It was important to come back on this 
game but it’s a bad result because you 
have lost two points more.”

CHERRIES were denied their first 
Premier League victory of the 
season at Crystal Palace as Scott 
Dann’s late header broke the visi¬ 
tors’ hearts at Selhurst Park. 

Norwegian international Josh¬ 
ua King put Eddie Howe’s troops 
in front in the 11th minute with a 
well taken finish from Harry Ar- 
ter’s delicate pass. 

And keeper Artur Boruc kept 
Cherries in the box seat when he 
saved a Yohan Cabaye penalty be¬ 
fore the visitors appeared to have 
survived an avalanche of pres¬ 
sure in the second period. 

However, Dann rose well to head 
home in the third minute of stop¬ 
page time and rescue Palace a 1-1 
draw 

Howe elected to stick with the 
same XI that had started the de¬ 
feat to West Ham United, with Ar- 
ter returning after serving a one- 
match ban for the EFL Cup win at 
Morecambe. 

For Palace, record signing 
Benteke was handed his first 
league start up front while Tot¬ 
tenham target Wilfried Zaha was 
named among the substitutes. 

Cherries had the better of the 
early exchanges and Ryan Fraser 
and Daniels were lively down the 
left flank. 

Eleven minutes in, the visitors 
seized the initiative. Damien De¬ 
laney barged into the back of Jor¬ 
don Ibe on the right and Andrew 
Surman’s in-swinging free-kick 
was half-cleared. Arter coolly 
dinked an angled ball over the top 
for King, who chested down and 
coolly stroked home off the far 
post. 

The lead almost evaporated 
within minutes. Referee Mike 
Dean pointed to the spot after he 
deemed Daniels had pulled the 
shirt of Benteke but keeper Boruc 
dived to his right to produce an 
excellent save from Cabaye.

corner. 

Cherries had a gilt-edged oppor¬ 
tunity to double their lead nine 
minutes before half-time after 
Callum Wilson played a neat one- 
two with King, only to be denied 
by stopper Steve Mandanda with 
the goal gaping. 

Captain Simon Francis received 
treatment following a robust chal¬ 
lenge by Pape Souare on the edge 
of the box, Ibe’s resultant free- 
kick floating just clear of the bar. 

Jason Puncheon lashed wildly 
off-target for the hosts and Ibe 
closed the opening period with a 
free-kick which failed to beat the 
wall. 

After the restart, Steve Cook 
bravely threw himself in the path 
of James McArthur’s drive from 
the edge of the box before Palace 


nearly broke through. 

From a floated corner, Dann’s 
downward header was goal-bound 
but Arter - stationed on the post - 
cleared off the line. 

Fraser led a superb Cherries 
counter but was flagged offside 
from King’s pass before his effort 
at goal was kept out by Mandan¬ 
da. 

Palace were cranking up the 
pressure and Cherries had a let- 
off when Boruc pawed at a corner 
and Connor Wickham slammed 
over from a decent position. 

McArthur should have done 
better with a near-post header 
after he had been picked out by 
Souare’s left-wing cross. 

Benteke headed well off-target 
before Palace boss Alan Pardew 
threw on Zaha and Chung-yong 
Lee in an effort to get back in the 
game. 

Boruc was alert to gather a 


swiped effort from Townsend, 
Cook hacked over the bar from 
Souare’s header and Cherries 
survived a goalmouth scramble.

EASTLEIGH got the new Ronnie 
Moore era off to a winning start 
at the Silverlake Stadium this af¬ 
ternoon as Solihull Moors were 
put to the sword 2-0 in the Vanara- 
ma National League.

But it was Solihull who came 
the closest yet to scoring just 
before half-time when Sterling- 
James scampered to the edge 
of the box and unleashed a 
right-foot shot that hit the base 
of Flitney’s post.

SPEAK to Ronnie Moore about 
his new post as Eastleigh man¬ 
ager and you quickly get the im¬ 
pression that he cannot believe 
his luck. 

At 63, the charismatic Liver¬ 
pudlian is one of those hardened 
‘been there, seen it, done it’ vet¬ 
erans of the game who is seldom 
surprised by anything. 

But having spoken at length to 
Spitfires chairman Stewart Don¬ 
ald before and after taking the Sil- 
verlake job, the former Tranmere 
Rovers, Hartlepool and Rother¬ 
ham boss admits he has never met 
anyone quite like him. 

Wealthy but refreshingly down- 
to-earth, Oxfordshire business¬ 
man Donald has pumped mil¬ 
lions into his dream of delivering 
league football to Eastleigh and 
establishing the Spitfires as a re¬ 
spected community club. 

A £1 million clubhouse project 
is under way and the chairman 
has given new boss Moore the 
green light to bring in another 
three signings to add to the 13 al¬ 
ready recruited by departed boss 
Chris Todd for a National League 
title push. 

Moore marvelled: “I’ve never 
been at a club like this before. 

“I asked the chairman why he 
was spending his money trying to 
build a team when he could just 
go out and buy one. 

“I said there must be 20 clubs in 
League One who would want you 
as chairman, but he’s adamant he 
wants to build it up here [at East¬ 
leigh].” 

The trade-off for Donald’s gen¬ 
erosity, of course, is that he ex¬ 
pects the manager to produce re¬ 
sults on the pitch. 

It will have hurt him to have 
shown the door to the highly like¬ 
able Todd but, ultimately, he con¬ 
cluded that the young Welshman, 
who turned 35 this week, had 
been “thrown in at the deep end” 
too quickly 

Now Donald has gone to the 
opposite extreme, hiring a man 
28 years Todd’s senior who, 
when asked if could cope with 
the weight of expectation on his 
shoulders, replied: “Pressure is 
for wimps.”

cial One’ who, on his Twitter bio, 
describes himself as “The best 
manager in the National League”. 

Clearly he is game for laugh, but 
there is a bluntly honest side to 
his nature too. 

Famously, after witnessing his 
Rotherham team humbled 5-0 
at Chesterfield in March 2011, 
Moore told Sky TV: “If I’d had a 
gun, I’d have shot them.” 

He lost his job just days after¬ 
wards, but Eastleigh’s new boss 
will never fight shy of speaking 
his mind. 

“I’m a person who likes to be 


honest,” he said. 

“If someone’s done well I’ll 
tell them, but don’t expect me to 
say they’ve done well when they 
haven’t.” 

Joining Moore at the Silverlake 
is new right-hand man Kevin Wat¬ 
son, a former Swindon, Reading 
and Colchester midfielder. 

The 42-year-old, who also ar¬ 
rives on a two-year contract, made 
more than 400 senior appearances 
in a playing career spanning 23 
years from his early days at Tot¬ 
tenham Hotspur. He played under 
Moore at Rotherham. 


Born in Hackney, London, Wat¬ 
son also includes coaching/mana¬ 
gerial experience on his CV. 

He joined Luton Town as first- 
team coach in 2009 and worked 
under Mick Harford and Richard 
Money. 

More recently he was assistant 
to former England star Teddy 
Sheringham at Stevenage Bor¬ 
ough. 

Watson tweeted: “So pleased to 
be back in the game full time and 
assistant to my old boss @ronnie- 
moore53 at @eastleighfc.
